— Several 1919 “Hydrostone” 
houses were joined together to 
save materials and heat, 


— The 1880's “Queen Anne Revival” 
house has a big covered 
verandah. 


— Early Acadian settlers in the 
1600's built simple houses with 
thatched roofs and outdoor 
ovens. 


— Flat roofs and windows that went 
around comers were popular in 
1930's houses, 


— Two hundred years ago, a small 
house would be a simple box 
with a plain roof and a fat 
chimney in the middle. 


— The 1830's “Gothic Revival" house 
always has a window with a 
curved or pointy top. 

— Just after World War II, houses 
with flat roofs and outside 
chimneys were popular. 


— 1910 Bungalows have a big roof 
that curves down to cover the 
front porch. 

— During World War IL, small “pre- 
fab” houses had no decorations 
because building materials were 
scarce. The front door was high 
off the ground.
